This publication on nomenclature of some plants associated with 
turfgrass management is issued for use as reference guide by turfgrass 
research workers in technical and popular publications. 

It was developed by the Nomenclature Committee of the Turfgrass 
Management Division C-5 of the American Society of Agronomy. The 
Committee members were Felix V. Juska, Chairman (USDA, Agricultural 
Research Service, Crops Research Division, Beltsville, Md.); W. H. 
Daniel (Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana); E. C. Holt (Texas Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College, College Station, Texas); and V. B. 
Youngner (University of California, Los Angeles, Calif.). Duane Isley,

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NOMENCLATURE OF SOME PLANTS ASSOCIATED 
WITH TURFGRASS MANAGEMENT 


A list of scientific and common names of grasses, legumes and 
weeds frequently used or found in turfgrass culture was compiled as a 
guide to uniformity of usage for turfgrass research workers in technical 
and popular publications. A great deal of confusion and discrepancy is 
found with respect to the correct use of common names, capitalization, 
hyphenation, word combinations, and to a lesser degree proper use of 
genus, species, and varietal names. 


Common names vary greatly, not only between regions but very often 
within limited areas. A common name may be used for several species of 
plants and conversely this same plant may have several different common 
names. For instance, bermudagrass is known by many different common names 
in the United States and throughout the world. On the West Coast bermuda- 
grass is known as devilgrass, in the northern limits of its adaptation as 
wiregrass, and elsewhere in limited areas as dogtooth, reedgrass, and 
scutchgrass. 


The following outline is suggested as a guide for uniformity of 
usage of plant species used or found in turf culture; 


A. Combining words 


l. Insofar as possible, it is preferred that the suffix grass, 
clover, etc. be combined with the common name into one word 
without hyphenation. 


bermudagrass, not Bermuda grass 
buffalograss, not buffalo grass 
carpetgrass, not carpet grass 
dallisgrass, not Dallis grass 
indiangrass, not Indian grass 
johnsongrass, not Johnson grass 
manilagrass, not Manila grass 
rhodesgrass, not Rhodes grass 
sweetclover, not sweet clover 
zoysilagrass, not Zoysia grass 


2. When a series of grasses is listed, the suffix grass may be 
detached and appear at the end in plural form (bermuda, zoysia, 
bent, and fescue grasses). 


3. In all publications include in the initial mention the full 
name in recommended combination (bermudagrass, bentgrass, 
bluegrass, etc.), after which the suffix grass may be omitted. 
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B. Capitalization 


1. Capitalize: 


a. Recognized variety names (Penncross bentgrass, Tifgreen 
bermudagrass, Meyer zoysiagrass, Merion Kentucky blue- 
grass). ’ 


b. Proper nouns derived from names of persons and places 
when used separately in the common name (Kentucky 
bluegrass, Merion Kentucky bluegrass, Indian ricegrass, 
Canada wildrye, Japanese lawngrass, Washington creeping 
bentgrass). 


2. Do not capitalize: 


a. Common names (redtop, quackgrass, wheatgrass, bluegrass). 


b. Names derived from persons or places when used in combi- 
nation with suffix (johnsongrass, rhodesgrass, 
bermudagrass, dallisgrass -- exception limited to St. 
Augustinegrass). 


A common generic and a common species name have been listed insofar 
as practicable. When a species name is referred from one genus to another, 
the basis of referral has been cited. In some cases a species within a 
genus has its own common name, hence a common name for the genus and 
species is different. The genus Muhlenbergia is known as muhly; whereas 
M. schreberi has the common name nimblewill. 


Admittedly, many grasses and other plants of interest in turfgrass 
culture have been omitted; however, it is hoped this list will promote 
uniformity of usage of turf plant nomenclature. 


First, the scientific names, including the authority, are given in 
alphabetic order, followed by the common names. The second list alpha- 
betizes the common name which is followed by the corresponding scientific 
name.
